The  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood 
House  became  the  center  of  citi- 
zen politics    last  July  17,  as  four 
mayoralty  candidates  vied  for 
favor  among  the  people  of  the  Hill 
at  a  forum  sponsored  by  the 
Neighborhood  House, 

The  forum  began  with  five  min- 
ute opening  remarks  from  candi- 
dates Judge  John  Ertola,  Super- 
visor Dianne  Feinstein  and  State 
Senators  Milton  Marks  and 
George  Moscone.    A  period  of 
questions  and  answers  followed 
their  statements.    Esther  Marks 
of  the  League  of  Women  Voters 
was  the  official  timekeeper,  and 
Board  of  Directors  President 
Bernie  Gershater  chaired  the 
event. 


Questions  posed  by  members 
of  the  audience  centered  on: 
Homeowners  reassessment;  the 
Dogpatch  area  of  the  Hill;  Rev- 
enue Sharing;  and  what  could  the 
candidates  offer  Potrero  Hill? 

All  the  candidates  stood  against 
taxing  homeowners  in  order  to 
finance  city  projects.  Feinstein 
stated  that  resideijtial  property 
should  be  assessed  at  a  different 
rate  than  business  property. 
Moscone 's  comments  included 
"if  we  rely  on  property  taxes  to 
support  the  inner  city,  there  may 
not  be  a  future  for  San  Francis- 
co. " 

Senator  Marks  felt  that  there 
should  be  more,  not  less  Reven- 


ue Sharing  money  for  the  neigh- 
borhoods.   Moscone  summed  up 
his  feelings  in  a  simple  but 
straightforward  "It's  a  shuck  and 
a  jive.  "     Ertola  said  that  the 
concept  was  good,  but  pitting  one 
group  against  another  for  the 
monies  was  not,  Feinstein 
assured  that  the  money  promised 
will  be  there  when  the  citizens 
want  to  use  it. 

The  residency  issue  brought 
from  Feinstein  the  statistic  that 
60%  of  city  employees  live  out- 
side the  city  and  emphasized  that 
city  jobs  should  go  to  city  people, 
Marks  stressed  that  it  should  be 
made  economically  feasible  for 
people  to  live  in  the  city. 


Assessment 
Protest  Action 


The  Citizens  Action  League 
(CAL,)  will  be  discussing  the  re- 
cent assessments  and  skyrocket- 
ing of  rents  in  San  Francisco  on 
August  7,  at  Nourse  Auditorium, 
7  p.m.     The  League  is  develop- 
ing a  program  which  will  encom- 
pass renters,  homeowners  and 
small  property  owners  alike. 
It  proposes  several  alternatives 
to  the  present  tax  setup: 

1.  Raise  downtown  assessments. 
Let  the  high  rises,  the  banks  and 
the  fancy  hotels  pay  more. 

2.  Increase  other  sources  of 
city  revenue.    For  example,  in- 
crease real  estate  transfer 
taxes;  initiate  a  tax  on  the  sale 
and  transfer  of  stocks,  increase 
business  taxes  on  large  business- 
es. 

3.  Maintain  city  services.  Cut- 
ting back  on  city  services  does 
not  solve  the  problem.  Putting 
the  blame  on  city  employees 
isn't  tl^e  answer  to  rising  costs 
in  the  neighborhoods. 

4.  Change  unfair  tax  laws.  In- 
itiate tax  reform  at  the  State  and 
Federal  levels.

School  Budget  Cuts  -  Union 
Calls  For  Demonstration 

The  United  Transportation  Union  of  School  Bus  Drivers, 
Local  1741,  has  issued  a  protest  aimed  at  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Education's  proposed  budget  cuts,  by  calling  for  a 
demonstration  of  union  members  and  others  Tuesday,  August  5, 
at  5:30  PM,  135  Van  Ness  Avenue. 

The  Union  claims  that  the  Board's  new  budget  proposals  will 
mean:    new  school  hours  staggered  from  7^55  AM  to  10:15  AM, 
with  dismissals  from  1:05  PM  to  4:30  PM;  more  children  waiting 
at  street  corners  and  crossing  streets  at  rush  hours;  overloaded 
bus  schedules  making  worse  delays;  no  special  buses  for  emo- 
tionally handicapped  children,  as  was  available  last  year;  no 
special  buses  for  emergencies,  such  as  illness,  as  was  available 
last  year;    no  bus  monitors;  and  some  5,  000  more  children 
forced  to  ride  the  Muni  during  commute  hours. 

"These  budget  proposals  threaten  the  safety  and  welfare  of  all 
school  children  as  well  as  inconvenience  their  parents,  "  the 
Union  spokesmen  claim. 

Also,  say  the  backers  of  the  demonstration,  the  proposed  cut- 
backs will  cause  increased  working  hours  for  teachers  and 
school  custodians;  a  50%  decrease  in  supplies  and  reading  ma- 
terials; no  school  maintenance;  and  additional  lay-offs,  except 
(or  downtown  administration.

Voter  Registration 


Only  22%  of  Potrero  Hill  residents  are  registered  voters.  That's  a 
very  bad  percentage  for  any  neighborhood  of  any  major  city. 

At  a  time  when  important  issues,  property  assessments,  taxes,  ed- 
ucation and  unemployment  face  us,  we  need  to  have  citizens  who  will 
vote  to  improve  the  caliber  of  our  representatives  at  election  time. 

The  right  to  vote  is  a  basic  American  right,  yet  in  this  time  of  our 
country's  concentration  on  Bicentennial  celebrations,  there  is  a  need 
to  remind  people  of  their  duties  and  responsibilities  as  citizens  in 
this  government. 

The  VIEW  urges  all  residents  of  Potrero  Hill  to  register  to  vote. 
If  you  have  moved  since  last  November's  election,  you  must  re -regis- 
ter.   If  you  failed  to  vote  in  the  last  election,  you  must  re -register. 

When  in  doubt,  call  the  Registrar  of  Voters  office  in  City  Hall,  or 
call  the  Coalition  to  Register  100,  000  new  voters  (see  story  on  Page  1).

Dial  A  Test,  (415)  776-1291,  a 
telephone  hearing  screening  test 
is  brought  to  the  public  by  the 
Hearing  Society  of  the  Bay  Area, 
and  funded  as  a  public  service  by 
the  San  Francisco  Council  of  the 
Lions  Club. 

The  test  has  proven  to  be  a  val- 
uable health  education  tool  and, 
although  a  hearing  screening  test 
on  the  telephone  can  never  be  an 
exact  measurement  of  hearing 
acuity,  a  person  with  a  significant 
loss  would  most  likely  fail  to  hear 
the  prescribed  number  of  test 
tones. 

The  test  advises  any  person  who 
fails  to  hear  the  tones  to  seek  help 
from  a  medical  ear  specialist, 
family  physician  or  to  call  the  Bay 
Area  Hearing  Society  at  775-3732 
for  further  information  about 
medical  resources.
